He then 
visited the place of Edwin Wild, another 
milkman who ships milk to Chicago, and 
there he found a child critically ill with 
the fever, and learned that Mrs. Wild had 
just died with it. The same state of things 
was found to exist at several other milk 
farms in the neighborhood. Nearly fifty 
cases of typhoid fever were discovered 
among the milkmen and their families. 

Dr. Washburne took samples of milk at 
every point for analysis, and made arrange- 
ments at. once with the Indiana Board of

The milk shipped from these points to Chi- 
cago will hereafter be refused. How the 
Crown Point milk is infected with the 
typhoid germ has not yet been discovered, 
but it is probably due to the pollution of 
the water which the cows drink.

gram with an address on The Objects, 
Aims, and Purposes of the National Associa- 
tion of Merchants and Travelers.“ 

He said in part: 

One of the grave faults of the system of 
selling goods through commercial travelers 
is that the out-of-town customers of job- 
bers in many cases do not know personally 
the men with whom they deal. This organi- 
zation will Help us to get back to the condi- 
tions of old times, when there was closer 
intimacy, and consequently greater confi- 
cence and respect, between buyer and seller. 
The traveling men feel the need of this 
change, as they can do business better with 
men who are acquainted with their princi- 

ls. 
* Era of Conference. 

“This ls an era when wise men get to- 
gether and compare notes and gain more 
wisdom. Men in all lines of production con- 
vene and by discussion and interchange of 
information are enabled to go home and 
turn out a larger product at a lower price. 
So there are all kinds of merchants. Some 
do a cash business and some a cred{t busi- 
ness, and some have changed from one sys- 
tem to another. Some advertise and others 
do not. Some sell goods on their merits, 
others believe in selling by virtue of cheap- 
ness. Benefit may be derived by eachand 
every one by a discussion of all these ques- 
tions. A retailer can make no change in 
his system of doing business without affect- 
ing the man from whom he buys goods. 
Jobbers can fnaugurate no new ideas in their 
systems of transacting business without af- 
fecting all their customers and all who 
depend upon their customers for their mar- 
ket advantages. All these important mat- 
ters will be discussed before this association 
by men of national reputation. 

Another important work of fhis asso- 
ciation, in the course of time, will be to favor 
and promote the establishment of a yearly 
exposition, in which buyer and seller, pro- 
ducer and consumer, can be brought to- 
gether, and the immense resources of this 
great country can be demonstrated in such 
Way as to serve as an object lesson. This 
will emphasize the value and importance of 
a home market. 

“Thts is a day of organizations. They 
have run riot, and we have combines and 
trusts, as a result. An organization fhat 
conflyes itself to the accomplishment. of 
Tegitimate ends is benefitial. One that goes 
farther than that is criminal. [Applatise.} 

Advantages of Organization. 

“ The advantages that can be gained by this 
organization are manifold. Merchants in 
certain localities, because of discriminations 
in railroad rates, are perhaps unable to buy 
to ad vantage in the market they would natur- 
ally choose. Let one of these merchants try 
to get a reduced rate, and he will accomplish 
nothing. Let all the merchants in that local- 
ity who seek to take advantage of their 
naturai market, the best market, go together 
and ask for a fair rate, and have the support 
of all the jobbers doing business in that mar- 
ket at their back, and à just rate is sure to 
be obtained. I think this association will 
have much work to do in that line. We do 
not want to ask the railroads to operate 
without making a fair profit, but to grant 
rates on an equitable basis and without 
discrimination. [Applause.] 

There is much more to be done. Statis- 
tics of trade in the country can be gathered 
through this organization which will be of 
value to the jobbers. Likewise statistics can 
be furnished by jobbers that will be of im- 
mense value to the country buyer. There 
are so many things to do that the great ques- 
tion will be as to what needs doing most.“

The customer, James Redmond, who,lives 
in Sumner street, near Fifteenth, was drink- 
ing at a table and Pfeiffer was wiping his 


hands on a towel behind the bar. 


Intruders Draw Revolvers. 


Presently the men turned and walked to- 
ward the bar, the taller one at the same time 
drawing two revolvers. He stood so as to 
safely cover the proprietor and Redmond, the 
customer, and then ordered them in a loud 
voice to hold up their hands. : 

Instead of complying the proprietor made 
a move toward the back of the bar, where lay 
his revolver, and the tall man fired one shot 
at him, the bullet passing through the center 
of his right wrist, close to the hand. 

Despite his being thus disabled, Pfeiffer 
reached for the weapon on the shelf and 
lifted it to fire. Seeing this, the second rob- 
ber, who did not appear to be armed, sprang 
forward and seized the saloonkeeper. The 
latter struggled and managed to raise his 
weapon long enough to fire one shot. On 
account of the condition of his hand and the 
hindrance offered by the short robber, he was 
unable to take accurate aim, and the bullet 
went wild, lodging in a rear door. 


Bandits Take to Flight. 


The saloonkeeper’s determined fight led 
the two bandits to concentrate upon him, 
leaving Redmond unguarded. Taking ad- 
vantage of this, the latter left the place for 
assistance, and this frightened the robbers. 
They relinquished their hold upon Pfeiffer, 
and not waiting to see what the cash drawer 
contained, retreated with all possible haste. 
One of them made his escape by the side door 
and the other by the one which opens on the 
corner of Wood and Fifteenth streets. 

As the men fied from the saloon one of 
them lost his hat and the precipitate manner 
in which he left the scene of the shooting be- 
hind him attracted William Henze, who lives 
next door to the saloon. He followed the 
fugitive and the latter turned long enough 
to direct a bullet toward him, though it 
missed its mark. 

Both robbers made their escape, and, 
though the police occupied themselves for 
hours afterward arresting every suspicious 
looking character in the district, no one was 
found whom the saloonkeeper could identify.

The story of how Mr. Keith made his way 
into the railroad yards and to the break;

Was Seen by Workmen. 
It was just 6:30 o’clock when a gang of 


‘laborers, crossing the tracks that lie be- 


tween the Illinois Central Union Station at 
Twelfth street and the edge of the lake, saw 
a man dressed in a brown derby hat and a 
dark suit acting strangely upon the Twelfth 
street pier. The men, who were in charge 
of Foreman Martin Bush, No. 10755 Buffalo | 
avenue, crossed the rafirgad tracks and 
began unloading a stone scow moored to the 
pier at its inner end. While the laborers 


were at work the foreman watched the W 
in the dark suit near the end of the pier. 


The appearance of the man was enough to 
attract the attention of even the stolid labor~- 


ers. Unlike most of the frequenters of the 


breakwater he was neatly dressed, and even 
from the distance at which they saw him 
he appeared a well-kept business-man. 

The laborers had, been at work about ten 
minutes when Foreman Bush noticed the 
man on the pier suddenly remove his hat 
and coat and walk to the edge of the pier |

Was Stopped by the Laborers.

The men who had prevented his first effort 
at suicide, thinking that he had given up the 
ettempt for good, returned to their work. 


Driven to Another Attempt. 
When he reached the network of tracks 
that lead out to the “island” Mr. Keith 
again turned toward the lake. Threading 
his way through the mazes of freight and 
‘passenger cars and piles or timber he made 
his way toward the end of the pier which 
forms the lake end of the island, end again 
tame in sight of the men who were at work 
on the scow. Foreman Bush called the at- 
tention of his men to him a second time. 
Mr. Keith was then climbing over the plat- 
form of a baggage car toward the north end 
of the breakwater. Jumping from the steps 
éf the car he began to climb over the piles 
of telegraph poles that alone separated him 
from the water and the death he was seek- 
ing. When he reached the piling he stopped 
and looked about him as if expecting to find 
himself pursued. There was no one nearer 
than the group on the Twelfth street pier. 
Again he threw aff his hat and coat and 
appeared about to plunge in. Several times 
’ Foreman Bush, from the pier where he was 
at work, saw him bend forward. Then he 
stopped and clasped his hands to his head 
as he had done a few moments before. This 
was repeated several times. 
Farewell to His Family. 
Suddenly Bush saw him straighten up and 
gaze towards shore and in the direction of 
his home. Then he stretched out his arms 
th the same direction, as if bidding farewell. 
According to ths men who saw him Re 
remained in this posture for several minutes, 
Then he suddenly turned about, picked up 
. his hat and coat, put them on a second time, 
and began to climb over the telegraph poles 
in the direction from which he had just 
come. a f :

McKeough of the Central detail and Patro:- 
men Lannon, Colman, O'Shea, and Sunben 
of the First. Precinct were detailed. 


Police Could Find No Clew. 


They patrolled the beach and searched the 
railroad yards, but found no clew, and evi- 
dently heard nothing of the finding of the 
coat and the hat. At night. the search was 
given up. 
Yesterday morning Elbridge G. Keith saw 
the aceount of the finding of the coat and 
hat on the pier in THe TRIBUNE, and at once 
recognized from ‘xe description that they 
were his brother’ Hastily putting on his 
coat and hat he l fried over to the watch- 
man’s shanty, four4 Kearney, who had not 
et gone home, and asked to see the coat. 
1 glance told him the tragedy that had taken 
lace. 
P The policemen and the detectives were 
again making a fruitless search, but as soon 
as they were notified of the find of the day 
before they began to look along the pier for 
the body. The heavy sea which was running 
prevented them from prosecuting the search. 
The patrolmen staid at the pier all day, 
but feund no trace ‘of the body. At 8 
o’clock, after an ineffectual attempt had 
been made to drag the lake near the pier, 
friends of Mr. Keith visited the offices of the 
towing companies to secure a tug to con- 
tinue the search, but they were unsuccess- 
ful, for the wind had piled up such a sea by 
that time it would have been folly to risk a 
tug so close to the breakwater. 


Body Probably Washed South. 


A heavy undercurrent that was running 
towards the south made it highly probable 
that the body would be found much farther 
south than where the search was being con- 
ducted. ’ 5 

The moment the sad affair became known 


tdown-town among Mr. Keith’s friends and 


business associates, and it was ascertainéd 
the body had not yet b@n found, every IILi- 
nois Central suburban train that came south 
and every cable train bore a croweof friends 
who were anxious to assist in the search. 
They made their way through the lines of 
cars and over the tracks to the pier, in- 
quiring of every one they met for particulars 
of the drowning. „ 
Many of them made their way out over the 
pier to the spot where the coat and hat were 
found and eagerly scanned the surface 
waves in the hope of being the first to assist 
in 8 the body from the waves. 

The immense breakers at times went clear 
over the pier, drenching every one. Some of 
the friends, after gazing helplessly at the 
lake for a few minutes, crossed through the 
railway yards and walked in the direction 
of the Keith residence. Many, as soon as 
they heard of the drowning, came to the 
house in carriages to express their sym- 
pathy. . 

Search for the Body Abandoned. 


The search for the body went on till dark 
as thoroughly as the heavy sea would per- 
gmit, and then it was abandoned. It will be 
begun more systematically at daylight this 
morning, and will probably be extended far 
toward the south shore. Late last evening 
1 5 sea had subsided considerably, and it is 
hought probable that by dragging the bot- 
tom along the breakwater the body will be 
found during the day, as the direction of 
the wind, the men on the piexs say, will pre- 
vent its being carried far into the lake. 

Where Mr. Keith entered the railroad yards 
after leaving his home on Monday morning 
is not known. A high stone wall incloses the 
tracks, but there are several gaps besides 
the one at the Sixteenth Street Station where 
he might have entered, and from his famii- 
larity with the tracks made his way to the 
Twelfth street pier. 

Miss Frances Mauss, the night ticket- 
seller at the Sixteenth Street Station, is sure 
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wish to let her husband know that she had 
detected his groundless fear. Such incidents 
as these made the family more apprehensive, 
however, but their alarm at no time went to 
the point of anticipating the act of Monday 
morning. N 

Even those who knew of Mr. Keith's tem- 
porary irresponsibility learned of the fact of 
his death yesterday morning with a great 
shock, His brother Elbridge, who had 
taken charge of the search, was almost 

strated by the developments of the morn- 
ng, and was hardly in a condition to talk 
about the tragedy. 


the morbid condition my brother was in 
can in no sense be attributed to business 
reverses. Had he been in a normal condi- 
tion he could have found every reason for 
congratulation in the present condition of 
trade in his establishment. 

But his physical condition made him 
more and more morose until everything 
looked. dark to him, from business to politics. 
While he was at Rye Beach he ran down 
to New York, where I wrote him a letter in 
an attempt to cheer him up. I received a 
reply in which he said: ‘Iam sorry I can- 
not take that cheerful view of things.’ I 


financial evils that had no connection what! 
ever with his present business, and even his 
most trusted friends could only persuade 
him out of this way of thinking for a short 
time. Although his business was even bet- 
ter than Should have been expected at this 
time of the year, he refused to be satisfied, 
and once said to a member of his family:

Trouble of Long Standing. 


The conditions leading to Mr. Keith's act 
developed ten years ago, When he began to 
suffer from insomnia andalyspépsia. Two 
years ago these troubles had become so ag- 
gravated that Mr. Keith went to California 
for the benefit of his health. He did not im- 
prove there, however, but after his return 
the dyspepsia was overcome to a certain 
degree. 

But as time went on it returned with all 
its old vigor, and Mr. Keith suffered in- 
tensely from it. On Sunday he left the din- 
ner table, saying he was unable to eat, and 
complaining of his liver. He grew more and 
more depressed duping the day, and his suf- 
ferings increased, it is supposed, during the 
long hours of the night, to the point of ir- 
ge sages oS 7 7 desperation.

PALMER RECEIVED WITH APPLAUSE 


Democratic Candidate Reviews the Is- 
ques and His Party’s Platform. 


When Gen. Palmer was introduced he was 
received with almost vociferous applause. 


He said: 


“I expected this afternoon or this even- 
ing to address a very large audience. I pre- 
pared a speech that I supposed would about 
fit the crowd, but I do not think that I have 
got enough to go around. I am in the habit

Regarding the Money Question. 


“That part of the platform which refers 
to the money question attracts the largest 
measure of popular attention, and it is to 
that clause of the Chicago platform and the 
corresponding clauses of the platform adopt- 
ed by the Indianapolis convention that I 
propose to direct attention briefly. - 

The Chicago platform declares and rec- 
ognizes that the money question is para- 
mount to all others at this time.

This language 
commends the convention, its candidates, 
and their supporters to the distinct, definite 
measure of the coinage of the silver dollar 
of 412% grains of standard silver with unlim- 
ited legal tender qualities. One of those 
declarations must be false in principle and is 
necessarily dangerous to the business and 
credit of the country. And it is for the 
Democratic party to determine in the ap-

A. R as a true exposition of the party 

aith. 

The free coinage of silver as interpreted 
by Mr. Bryan means the advance in the 
commercial value of all the silver bullion 
and coin, and, indeed, all the commercial 
hg to an equality in commercial value to 
gold. : 

“Mr. Bryan and the more intelligent of 
his supporters reject the shallow definition 
of bimetallism, which demands ng more then 
the admission of both gold and Silver to the 
mints at the ratio of 16 to 1: but he asserts 
that the free coinage of silver at that ratio 
to gold will produce real bimetallism, a 
double and equal standard of value, the 
coins of both gold and silver with equal

Import ot the Declaration. 


Let us consider the import of this start- 
ling’ proposition for one moment. First, it 
assumes that the unlimited coinage of silver 
on private account at the ratio of 16 of 
silver to one of gold, with full legal tender 
quality by the United States alone will give 
to the 434,000,000 of silver dollars aiready 
coined an equal commercial debt-payfng 
and purchasing power to the dollar contain- 
ing 258-10 grains of standard gold, which 
at present the gold dollars are supposed to 
possess, supported by the national pledge 
to maintain the parity in value of those 
silver dollars with gold coin. 

** Second—It assumes that the same cause, 
free coinage of silver, will maintain the 
equally acceptable value of all dollars that 
may hereafter be coined on private account 
by the United States. 

“ Third—It assumes that the free coinage 
of silver by the United States alone would 
at once advance the value of the commercial! 
silver of the world to that of gold. It would 
in the same manner affect the value of all 
the silver coinage of all civilized nations. 
It seems astonishing that in the light of all 
human experience such a_ proposition 
should not only be entertained by sane men, 
but that upon its acceptance and belief a 
great party should demand public confidence, 
Can It Be Done? 

The real question then is, Can the Amert- 
can people by a law authorizing the unlimited 
eoinage of silver dollars on private account 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 with fu!l-fledged legal 
tender quality for all deb s and dues, public 
and private, make the silver coinage of the 
world of equal acceptability and value and 
of equal power in the markets and in the pay- 
ment of debts with all the gold coined in the 
world? 

“This sta‘ement of the question is made 
in an unusual form, but neither its truth nor 
its exactness will be questioned by anv 
thoughtful man aftef he has fully considered 
the rapid methods of modern inter-communi- 
cation and the activities of commercial life. 
fApplause.] In my judgement results such 
as I have described are impossibie of accom- 
plishment by the measure proposed. Every 
interest is opposed to this ruinous measure. 
The Democratic party, true to its principles 
and traditions, is compelled to oppose it. 
LApplause.] : 

“The United States must continue to en- 
force its own laws by its own methods. [Ap- 
plause.] In the States and elsewhere the 
courts must be sustained in the exercise of 
their largest authority. [Applause.]} If leg- 
islation is necessary to enlarge, expand, 


limit, or define their jurisdiction that proper 


legislation must be adopted by the lawmak- 
ing departments of the United States and of 
the respective States. {[Applause.] The 
credits of the United States and of the sev- 
eral States and of the municipalities of the 
States must be maintained. The people must 
not be invited to repudiation. 

To thwart these and other disastrous 
consequences the National Democracy in- 
vites the codperation of their brethren and 
of all the people.“ [Tremendous applause. ] 


BUCKNER’S DRAMATIC RECEPTION. 
Cheer After Cheer Greets the Old Con- 
federate General. 

New York, Sept. 22.— When Gov. Flower 
introduced Gen. Buckner the scene was 
almost dramatic. The Northern audience 
evidently thought that to that brave soldier 
of the South it should accord a special wel- 
come, and cheer upon cheer rent the air, the 
speaker being for several minutes unable to 
begin. Ex-Gov. Flower said: 
„ At the Independents’ convention we 
nominated a Union General and a former 
Confederate General. In the last war of 
thirty years past the grass has grown green 


over both the graves of the Union and the 


Confederate dead. [Applause.] And at In- 
dianapolis we buried all the hates of the past 
with military honors. I introduce Gen. 
Simon B. Luckner.“ : 

Gen. Buckner said: 

„ Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Citizens; 
Whenever a question of interest to the 
public is concerned, wherever a spirt of true 
patriotism is to be sought, we of the South 
fee] that we can find it in a New York au- 
dience. [Applause.] We remember well a 
time when a party built upon sectional! hatred 
sought to crush us in the South to the Arth. 
We had meton principles. My distinguished 
leader here and I had met in opposing 
armies. We had fought out the issue. We 
shook hands and were friends. [Applause. 
A Democrat once said on his deathbed there 
were many persons in this broad land wno 
did not get made until the war was over and 
they continued to agitate both secfions in 
order to reite mutual hatred in this country. 

“tt was then that this sectioral party, 
seeking rather to perpetuate its power at all 
hazards than to maintain the good of the 
country, used the military force of this 
country to oust from legislative halls the 
legislative bodies chosen by the people.

I feel that in New York today as in 1857, 
when our people were threatened by sectional 
issues, that here at least we will find the 
spirit of true nationality. {Applause.] 

“This party, I say, is based professedly 
upon sectional issues. It proposes to unite 
two sections of this country against two 
other sections of the country in hatred, there- 
by opposing interests. So much is it imbued 
with sectional feeling that the candidate 


‘of the party is moving from one portion of 


the country to the other, announcing that 
he was going into the enemy’s country. and 
not into a country of friends.“ [Applause.) 

Gen. Buckner told some pertinent stories 
relative to the arguments that the financial 
question brought forth, and then continued; 

„% Democrat of the old line says to a 
Chicago Democrat: ‘I see that in your 
Chicago platform you have deprived: the 
States of their rights of forming fheir own 
banks, issuing their ow currency, and giv-. 
ing the United States Government the right 
to issue paper money. That was opposed by’ 
all the farmers of the country.’ . 

„ We have left that out,’ said our Chi- 
cago friend, because if we had not done so 
we could not have obtained the support of 
many of our Populist friends; therefore we 
have stricken that plank from the platform.“ 


Another Objectionable Plank. 


There is another plank in your platform,’ 
said the old Democrat, ‘ which I cannot ap- 
prove. I remember from history that our 
ancestors contended for one hundred yéars 
to obtain a judiciary free from the control 
of executive or legislative power, and the 
framers of our Constitution have adopted 
what they hoped to be free alike from ex- 
ecutive or legislative control—a tribunal, the 
Supreme Court of the United States, which | 
cannot be controlled by passion and which 
should be a bulwark for the defense of the 
individual and the public rights of the citi- 
zen. I see that in this platform you propose 
to reorganize the court, to make it the slave 
of the executive power. Shall that institu- 
tion, Which is the safeguard of the citizen, be 
broken down? Why have you attempted to 
do that?’ 

“*Why,’ says our Chicago friend, ‘in 
erder that we may obtain the support of 
Mr. Debs, Mr. Coxey, and Gov. Altgeld.’ 

There are other Democrats,’ says our 
Democratic friend. I fail to see a trace of 
Democracy in this platform formulated at 
Chicago, and therefore it cannot gain my 
support.’ 


Pays His Respects to Bryan. 


Then taking up the candidacy of Mr. 
Bryan, he said: 

Their candidate for President is a man of 
such collossal proportions that he can stand 
on three platforms at the same time. He 
has bolted the Democratic ticket when a 
candidate was named by a convention in 
which he gat as a delegate. It is asserted 
that, claiming to be a Democrat, he voted for 
the Populist candidate for President against 
Grover Cleveland, and hé has announce in 
more than one place that he would bolt any 
Democratic ticket which did not conform 
in its platform with his own individual pref- 
erences. 

„Such a man, therefore, ought to com- 
mand your honest support as a Democrat,’ 
says our Chicago friend.

The object 
was to win the independence which we now 
enjoy. Benedict Arnold's object was to have 
gained personal preferment and personal 
emolument at the expense of the principle of 
the independence of his country. [Ap- 

Now, according to our Chicago friends, 
Mr. Chairman, we are bound to think that 
Gen. Washington and the Continental Con- 
gress were bolters from the regular pro- 
ceedings of Benedict Arnold. We in the 
same way are charged with being bolters, 
because ‘those to whom we delegated our 
authority, those Democratis to whom we 
gave our commission to go to Chicago and 
formulate a platform of Democratic prin- 
ciples, turned upon the party and sought 
to destroy it for their own personal emolu- 
ment. [Applause.] And yet, because we 
refused to follow their direction, because 
we believe that principles are higher than 
any form, we are denominated bolters. 


Will Not Follow Them. 


„% We will not follow them whether that be 
to bolt or not. We follow the principles of 
Democracy and the love of our country, and 
we will not féllow them into the quagmire 
of Populism. [Applause.] 

Now, citizens, I little thought, like my 
distinguished brother, that I would appear 
before you as a candidate for any preferment. 
I have reached the period of life where the 
quietude of private life is more congenial to 
me than any public employment. I had 
therefore retired from politics, and was living 
quietly at my home when this question which 
is now disturbing the country arose, and 1 
deemed that this was the time like that 
which occurred at many other periods of 
history when it behooved him who loved his 
country to go forth and do whaj he could 
do, to maintain its safety and honor. [Ap- 
plfuse.} 

It is for that reason alone that I appear 
before you tonight, not as a political suf- 
fragist. but to exhort you to maintain those 
principles of liberty for which the Democrat- 
ic party has always contended and which 
we believe to be essential to the well-being 
of this country. [Applause.] 1 neither 
sought nor desired the distinction which you 
have conferred upon me. 

It will always be my proud privilege to 

remember that my countrymen thought me 
worthy to be associated with my distin- 
guished leader in breaking down this sec- 
tional wall. [{Applause.] Henceforward we 
will ever be one country: the citizens of each 
section will vie with one another as to which 
can most promote its interests, and never 
hereafter, if we can beat down this present 
sectional party which seeks to divide it, 
never again within the recollection of the 
youngest living will any spirit of sectional- 
ism arise in this country.” [Applause.] 
- At the conclusion of Gen. Buckner’s speech 
Dr. William Everett of Massachusetts spoke. 
Following him, Col. John R. Fellows ad- 
dressed the audience very briefly, claiming 
that Kentucky would be against Bryan. 
With three cheers, the meeting closed. 

After the meeting Gens. Palmer and Buck- 
ner were entertained at the Democratic club, 
of which ex-Gov. Flower is President. 


GOLD DEMOCRATS WANT FUNDS. 


Chairmen of State Executive and Fi- 
nance Committees Speak. 

The gold Democrats of Chicago and IIII- 
nois are now ready to begin a vigorous cam- 
paign in the open field against the Bryan, 
Altgeld, and free silver issues.“ But they 
must have money. So yesterday an appeal 
to the Democrats of Illinois’’ was issued 
by Charles H. Williamson and F. J. Peabody, 
Chairmen respectively of the State Execu- 
tive and Finauce committees. 

After recounting the Chicago convention 
and calling attention to the fact that the 
men nominated on thelr State, Congression- 
al, legislative, and county tickets are mak- 
ing a sacrifice for principle, the address 
continues: : 

Funds are needed with which to carry on 
an aggressive campaign. Speakers must be 
sent out, meetings held in all the wards and 
counties, literature distributed, and th: 
other usual expenses of an active campaizn 
incurred. We are not levying contribu- 
tion on our candidates.

“ This was the doctrine of both Hamilto 
and Jefferson. This has been the undeviat- 
ing policy of the governmen under every ad- 
ministration, and has been the settled policy 
of all the great parties of the country from 
the beginning of the government. By the 
act of July, 1890, commonly known as the 
Sherman law, we insisted upon putting into 
that law the doctrine of Hamilton that the 
parity of the two metals must always be 
sacredly maintained. [Applause.] The Re- 
eae wrote into that law, for both 

rdnches of Congress and the Presidency 
were in the hands of the Republican party, 


a.solemn pledge, which is as binding a con-

It is the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals (gold and 
silver) at a parity with each éther upon the

This was the act of the Fifty-first Con-

purpose of preventing the free coinage of sil- 
ver at a ratio of 16 to 1, but, nevertheless, 
giving to silver the greatest possible use as 
money, and for that purpose providing for 
the utilization of substantially the full prod- 
uct of the American mines. [Ap- 
rlause.} This is not the only dec- 
laration in rece years in support 
of the Hamilton idea of this paritx The 
Fifty-third Congress, elected in 1892, and 
Democratic in both branches, with President 
Cleveland as the lief Executive, elected 
by the Democratic party, also recognized the 
doctrine of the parity. 

“With what bad faith, therefore, with 
what disregard for the right, for justice and 
honor, can any citizen now demand that 
the government shall enter upon any set- 
tlement of our debts or scheme of coinage, 
the confessed result of which would be to 
destroy the parity between dollars, drive 
gold from circulation, and A gt the value 
ef silver and paper dollars still circulating 
nearly one-half? Hamilton and Jefferson, 
Jackson and Lincoln, or Grant and Cleve- 
land, never taught a doctrine so perilous as 
that. [Great applause.] 7 

“The people of the United States will 
never adopt so discreditable and danger- 
ous a course; nor will they fail to brand 
with their condemnation whenever an op- 
portunity ts given them through the bal- 
lot. [Cheers.] The idle talk about the 
Dollars of the fathers ’ and The principles

The prosperity of the working classes lives, 
moves, and has its being in established 
credit and a steady medium of payment. All 
sudden changes destroy it. Honest industry. 
never comes in for any part of the spoi!s in 
that scramble which takes place when the 
currency of a country is disordered. Did 
wild schemes and projects ever benefit the 
industrious? Did violent fluctuations ever 
do good to him who depends on his daily la- 
bor for his daily bread? Certainly never. 


All these things may gratify greediness for 


sudden gain or the rashness of daring specu- 
lation, but they can bring nothing but injury 
and distress to the homes of patient industry 
and honest labor.’

No violence has 
been done since the attacks upon the Corona- 
do and the Emmett mines yesterday, in 
which six men were killed. No attempt has 
yet been made to resume operations at any 
of the mines, which are closed in conse- 
quence of the strike. 

It is said the mine-owners have arranged 
to bring miners from Missouri and hope to 
have the troops kept here until the new 
men can be put to work. 

The City Council this afternoon decided to 
take vigorous measures to rid the town of 
the lawless element. It is. estimated that 
there are about 200 men here who are always 
thirsting for a fight, and the business-men 
are determined to drive them out of the 
camp. ' 


GOOD PROSPECT FOR GOLD IMPORTS. 


Encouraging Information Received 
by the Treasury Department from 
Different Money Centers, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—All informa- 
tion received of late at the Treasury in re- 
gard to gold imports indicate that the move- 
ment is likely to continue for some weeks 
to come. Importations at Boston have be- 
gun. Already the gold engaged or on the 
ocean, if added to that now in the Treasury, 
would make the reserve aggregate approxi- 
mately $122,000,000. The total importations 
since the present movement began is about 
$38,000,000, and it is fully expected that this 
sum will be increased to $50,000,000 or more. 

Today's statement of the condition of the 
Treasury shows: Available cash balances, 
$243,094,362; gold reserve, $117,091,994.

STRONG DECLARATION OF EXECU- 
TIVE COUNCIL AT ST. LOUIS, 


. U 
National Prosperity Largely Depends 
on Letting the World Understand 
That the Dollar of the United States 
Is One Hundred Cents’ Worth of 
Gold—President Pullen Reviews the 
Controversy with the Express Com- 

panies and Advises Moderation. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 22.—At the twenty- 
second annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association in this city today the 
main feature was a strong declaration of 


the Executive Council in support of the gold 
standard. 


President E. H. Pullen of New York called 
the convention to order shortly after 10 
o'clock, and the Rt.-Rev. Daniel &. Tuttle, 
Bishop of Missouri, led in prayer. Mayor 
Cyrus P. Walbridge delivered an address 
of welcome on behalf of the City of St. Louis. 
He was followed by Mr. W. H. Thompson, 
President of the St. Louis clearing-house, 
who welcomed the delegates on behalf of 
the local bankers. President K. H. Pullen 
then delivered his annual address. He dwelt 
8 on the successful work ot the 

rotective committee in the effort to th 
forgers and other criminals. He — 
advocated the abolishment of days of grace. 

On the contgoversy between the banks and 
express companies Mr. Pullen said: “ If the 
express companies do not pay their fair 
share of taxation, if their issue of money or- 

ders should be liable as circulation to 10 per 

cent tax, if they should be subjected to the 
restrictions of the inter-State commerce law, 
are matters that can be discussed in a dis- 
passionate manner, and the Legislatures of 
the differént States or the. Congress can be 
invoked to make such legislation as is need- 
ed, To say that in New York, Chicago, and 
other cities banks should decline to keep 
the accounts of express companies and re- 
deem their money orders is simply ridiculous. 
To say that those banks should issue small 
drafts in order to supplant express money 
orders is equally ridiculous. The advice to 
the country bankers to withdraw their ac- 
‘counts. from. banks in those cities who. will 
not close accounts ot express companies, or 
substitute their own drafts in lieu of express 
orders, is superlative nonsense. The whole 
question is one of competition, and our sole 
effort should be to restrain that competition 
within legal limitations.“ | 

At the conclusion of Mr. Pullen’s address 
the reports of the Executive Council and 
Protective committee were read by Chairman 
Joseph C. Hendrix, President of the Nation- 
al-Union Bank of New York. The report 
of the Executive Council was a declaration 
in favor of the existing gold standard. It 
states that in its opinion the existing com- 
mercial depression is immediately due to the 
attacks which threaten to overthrow the 
present gold standard of value, and adds, in 
part: 

*“* We further belleve that our full meas- 
ure of national prosperity will not be gained 
until the whole world understands fhat the 


dollar of the United States is 100 cents’ worth 


of gold and that the Nation intends to keep 
it at that value. 

“We believe that an opportunity is

The Russian imperial yachts on their ar- 
rival were saluted by the fleet, and immedi- 
ately dropped anchor. The Tantallon Castle 
soon afterwards ran alongside the Standard, 
the latter having their Russian majesties on 
board. 

The Prince of Wales, the Duke of Con- 
naught, and M. De Staél went on board and 
welcomed the Czar and Czarina to Leith. 
The greetings exchanged between the im- 
perial travelers and the British Princes was 
most affectionate. The party afterwards 
lunched together on board the Standard. 

The harbor was full of merchant 
vessels from all parts of the world, and they 
were all decked from stem to stern with 
bunting. 

Complete Precautionary Measures. 


The precautions taken afloat for the pro- 
tection of their Majesties were unprecedent- 
ed, it is believed, in naval annals. Picket 
boats, steam launches, “and torpedo boats 
of the smaller class from the warships Ma- 
jestic, Magnificent, Repulse, and Resolu- 
tion, each detachment commanded by a 
Lieutenant, formed a complete net around 
the Russian imperial -yacht in order, osten- 
sibly, to prevent the shore “boats from 
crowding about’ the Standard, but in reality 
to prevent any possibility of an attempt to 
commit a dynamite or other outrage. The 
shore boats were in such vast numbers on 
the water that there is no doubt that the 
precautions taken by the British naval au- 
thorities were warranted. 

The precautions adopted ashore were 
equally thorough, although few people give 
more than a passing thought now to the al- 
leged dynamite conspiracy supposed to have 
been discovered by Scotland Yard. On the 
Tantallon Castle, ashore, on the train which 
was to take their Majesties to Balmoral, at 
different places along the route, at Ballatar 
and about Balmoral itself, were picked mem- 
bers of the Russtan seeret police and the 
most trusted members of the Czar’s Nihilist 
detectives. Other Russian detectives were 
on board the Standard, and they were retn- 
forced on landing by a picked squad of the 
very best Scotland Yard detectives. 

After -luncheon their imperial Majesties 
boarded the Tantallon Castle, accompanied 
by the British Princes, and that steamship 
proceeded slowly.up the Firth of Forth, 
closely guarded by the picket boats. As 
the Standard passed each warship fired a 
royal salute and the sailors manned the 
sides or the yards, with marines on parade 
and the bands playing the Russian national 
anthem. 

While the Tantallon Castle was approach- 
ing the jetty it passed between guard lines 
formed by two cutters from each of the war- 
ships in the Firth of Forth. After the Tan- 
tallon Castle had passed through the lines 
of cutters the oars were, at another signal, 
dropped simultaneously, and then the man- 
of-war cutters formed up in column astern 
of the steamship and followed it to the jetty. 

The Czar and Czarina landed at the jetty 
at exactly 1:40 p. m. As they stepped 
ashore the troops presented arms and the 
massed bands played the Russian anthem. 
The Czar and Czarina were escorted ashore 
by the Prince of Wales and the Duke of 
Connaught and were met by a large number 
of field officers in full uniform. The guard 
of honor was composed of picked bluejack- 
ets from the fleets, while the Czar’s escort 
consisted of a detachment of the Royal 
Scots Grays [Second Dragoons], of which 
the Czar is Colonel-in-Chief. A detachment 
of 400 policemen and a regiment of High- 
landers lined the street leading from the 
jetty to the railroad station. The reception- 
room of the station was made brilliant with 
flags and flowers, the Russian ensign being 
entwined with that of Great Britain. The

Arrived at the entrance of 
the castle grounds of Balmoral the servants 
of the castle and the Ballater and Grathie 
Volunteers led the procession of carriages 
with flaming torches. Three other bonfires 
on the adjoining peaks illuminated the 
mountain side with a glare of light. 

Balmoral Castle was reached thus without 
any incident. The Queen and Princess 
Beatrice received their imperial guests at the 
door of the castle, and the warmest greetings 
were exchanged, the bagpipes meantime 
sounding a shrill welcome, and the torches 
carried by the servants being thrust high 
in the air, accompanied by loud cheering 
of all the attendants.

SLAUGHTERED BY SPANISH TROOPS. 


Reports of the Killing of Women and 
Children in Cuba. 

Havana, Sept. 22.—On Sept. 15 ten rebels 
went to attack a guerrilla band near Chues 
de Arce, but met with troops hidden in the 
high grass. The rebels fired a volley, kill- 
ing two officers and wounding three soldiers. 
The troops fired back, hitting nobody. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Aguelera, who com- 
manded the troops, went then toward a 
colony named Pable Diaz. There he founda 
family of twenty-five persons—women and 
children. He asked if they had seen any 
rebels in the neighborhood. On receiving a 
negative answer he ordered, as alleged by 
the Cubans, a general slaughter, including 
children from 1 to 10 years of age. The lit- 
tle children were first pierced with the end 
of the bayonet, then finished with the 
machete. Of that colony nineteen were 
butchered and six made their escape. 

The men of the guerrilla force boasted of 
what they had done when they went back 
to Vega, about two miles from the colony. 
Col. Aguelera on Sept. 18 started with his 
troopsand guerrillas from Nueva Paz toward 
the sugar estate of Cuervo. Near a place 
called. Cuzzo he saw a houge, went to it, 
and found only three children in it. He 
asked where the parents were. They 
answered they had gone after some fuel 
to prepare their breakfast. The Colonel or- 
dered the three children, 10 to 14 years old, 
to be locked up in the house and after this 
was done he ordered the guerrillas to set fire 
to the place. The guerrillas, horrified, dis- 
obeyed, but under the threats of Aguelera 
they acted, and the house was burned with 
the children in it. On their return to Nueva 
Paz the guerrillas told the people what had 
been done. Thisinformation is from a Span- 
ish source.

DERVISHES. 


Expectation a Decisive Engagement 
Will Take Piace Today. 
[Copyright, 1896, by the Associated Press.] 

Miowarat, near Dongola, via Kerma-on- 
the-Nile, Sept. 22 (Tuesday evening).—It 
would appear from the reports of the scouts 
who have been following the trail of the 
dervish forces which retreated from El Hafir 
that an important and decisive battle, for 
this stage of the campaign, will be fought 
tomorrow morning or a little later. 

The Aunglo-Egyptian expedition is now en- 
camped here awaiting early dawn in order 
to move upon the positions occupied by the 
enemy. Miowarat is situated about five 
miles from Dongola, and, unless the unex- 
pected happens, the strength of the der- 
vishes in the Dongola district will be thor- 
oughly overthrown. 

Spies in the employ of the intelligence de- 
partment who have returned from the camp 
of the Emir of Dongola report that Wad 
Bishara has decided to resist the Anglo- 
Egyptian advance to the utmost, and has 
threatened with death any of his followers 
who retreat. 

The report that Dongola had been reoccu- 
pled by the dervishes is incorrect. 

The Abouklea this morning returned to 
Dongola, upon the instructions of Sir Her- 
bert Kitchener,-and commenced bombarding 
the forts and earthworks. Fire was kept 
up upon them until the former were dis- 
mantled and the earthworks were rendered 
comparatively useless. Therefore, even 
should the dervishes succeed in reoccupying 
the place they will find very little to protect 
— against the flre of the Anglo-Egyptian 
orces. 


CONSULTATION REGARDING ARMENIA 


Belief That the Czar and the Marquis 
of Salisbury Will Confer. 
Birmingham, Sept. 22.—The Post today

They have 
rallied at the call of their leaders for its de- 
fense with ballots as they did in 1861 with 
bullets, and they will follow their old leaders 
to the polls and vote for McKinley.

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BRYAN AND WASHINGTON. 
Bryan is certainly “ running emptyings,” 
as they call it in New England, since he 
went Bast. He made a speech last Satur- 
day to a crowd of farmers at Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia. This is a sample 
of it. He first told them that George Wash- 
ington had thrown a silver dollar across the 
river at that point, and then tried to pun 
on thé goodness of a Spanish dollar at that 

time, and then he rambled on: 

Our opponents tell us that they want a dollar 
that will go all over the world. We have had dol- 
lars which have sone over the world so rapidly 
that we want a dollar that will stay-at home wn 
out a curfew law. 

It is supposed the kind of dollar he wanted 
was of so little value that foreigners would 
refuse it in payment of debts we owed them. 
He meant a silver dollar not worth over 50 
cents and consisting of fluctuating’ silver 
that would not pass lu another country. His 
idea is that the worse and more doubtful our 
standard legal tender money is the better 
for us as a Nation. That is Bryan’s idea 
of financial statesmanship, that the worse 
and cheaper money is the better for the 
American people! It never occurred to him 
that when our importers purchase any 
products or commodities they would have 
to take this bad, fluctuating, cheap silver 


and purchase geld with it or drafts payable 


in gold in Burope at immense and changeable 
premiums, and send them abroad to liqui- 
date the commercial indebtedness at a loss 


to this country in every transaction. 


Now read this chunk of wisdom which he 
added: 

Would you believe, my friends, that a silver 
dollar which was good enough to be handled’ by 
the Father of His Country is now so mean a 
thing as to excite the contempt of many of our so- 
‘ealled financiers? [“ No! no!“ Well, itis. Itis 
so mean that they don’t like it. 

The silver dollar which honest George 
jerked across the Potomac more than 100 
years ago was equal in value to a gold dol- 
lar. It would buy a gold piece on the 
ratio of 16 to 1 in any bank or from any 
merchant, while the free coinage dollar 
which William J. Bryan is going around the 
country advocating is only worth fifty 
cents. What would the Father of His Coun- 
try have said of a proposition to introduce 
a silver monometallism where the dollar 
would only be worth fifty cents in com- 
mercial value, but double that amount in 
paying debts contracted in honest dollars, 
and made so by act of Congress for cheating 
purpose? 

If Washington were living and Billy 
Bryan had been introduced to him in Vir- 
ginia-last week when delivering his dis- 
honest money speeches, what would the 
Father of His Country have said? Get 
“behind, me, Satan! This country will 
“elect no man of your degraded standard 
“of morals as one of my successors. Go!“

THE ILLINOIS ARTISAN POLL: 
In Tun Trisune of Monday last there 


was printed the first installment of a poll 


of the employés/of mills, factories, rail- 
road shops, etc., taken by correspondents 
of this paper in fifty towns in this State. 
It included returns from nineteen of these 
towns. Out of 13,182 employés who were 
asked to express their Presidential pref- 
erences 10,017 declare they will vote for 
McKinley, 1,881 for Bryan, and 384 are 
either scattered between Palmer and Lev- 
ering or are non-committal. These re- 
turns indicate that nearly 90 per cent of the 
workingmen outside of Chicago will vote 
This result is in- 
dicative of the average sentiment of arti- 
sans in the West. 


Never before in political history could 


such a showing have been made by that 
vast class of “the commop people” who 
sell their services for a livelihood. In 1870 
there were ten millions of this class over 12 
years. of age. In 1890 there were over 
fourteen millions. Now there are 12 per 
cent more, or more than sixteen millions of 
the wage class working for hire, as dis- 
tinguished from employers and profes- 
sional men. One-half of these sixteen 
millions, including railroad men, from 
Chauncey Depew down to wipers and sec- 
tion hands, are voters. Since the Repub- 
lican party was. organized there has never 
been a time when this class of the com- 
munity would have voted so extraordinarily 
upon one side. It is doubtful if more than 
one-half of them ever voted with one party, 
except at the outbreak of the war, when the 
working people stood solidly for the preser- 
vation of the Union. They have been 
pretty equally divided for forty years. 
Cleveland had a majority of them, and 
Harrison and Blaine probably had a small 
majority of them. Grant had a majority 
of them over Greeley, and possibly Sey- 
mour carried one-half of them. Now nine- 
tenths ef them are for McKinley, and the 
railroad. people will vote for him almost 
as a unit. 

These men belong to the great half of the 
American people whom Bryan calls the 
common people, and whom-Tue Trisune 
calls the wage-earning class. What has 
produced this great.change in this class? 
There are several reasons for it. Each of 
these men has been thinking for himself, 
and he has reached the conclusion that his 
position will be made worse than it is now 
by a change of the money standard and 
the value of the dollar, He is not satisfied 
with the assurances of Bryan, Altgeld, 
Tillman, Bloody Bridles . Waite, Mrs. 
Lease, and the other leaders of the Popu- 
listic gang that if they win, and the free 
tilver doctrine is in foree, he will get two 
silver dollars for every gold dollaz he is 
getting now. He fears that when the 
change comes he will not get two of the 
‘ifty-cent dollars or-one of the.double value 
silver dollars, as Altgeld says. He not only 
fears, but he has come to know, that he 
will probably not get more thdn a 50-cent 
dollar for the 100-cent dollar he gets now. 
He is convinced that even if he should 
Strike, it would only be after a long, ex- 
cited, and furious struggle that he could 
get two silver dollars worth 50 cents each. 
Ile cannot conceive where there is any 
chance of gain, but he can easily see that 
the chances are he would lose by a change 
of the money standard. 

Furthermore, the workingman, in 
reasoning upon the situation, has discov- 
ered that if he has $1,000 in a savings bank 
he could get out only 8500. If he has ten 
shares in a building loan association, upon 
which he has paid $100 in good money, he 
will lose one-half of it. If he has loaned 
$500 to A. and B., with security to return 
it in lawful money, if the dollar is worth 
but 50 cents he will lose one-half his loans. 
and will be done out of $250 by each one 
of his debtors. If he has taken out a 
twenty-year $5,000 life insurance policy for 
the benefit of his wife and children, paying 
in gold money premiums, and that policy 
is about paid up at the time of the election 
of Bryan, he realizes that he will be paid 
iu 50-cent money. 

Again, in case Bryan is elected, he is not 
sure that he can hold his position at all. 
lf credits are to be paid in 50-cent dollars 
he knows that the mill or the factory will 
be closed, that his employer cannot run 
bis business under such circumstances, and 
that he himself will be idle, and will eat 
up his little surplus. Therefore, he has de- 
termined it is better to vote in such a 
manner as will secure his own credit, his 
loans, his job, his wage, and his savings. 


He reasons, further. that the election of 


Bryan will produce a panic, disorganize 
trade, and demoralize business for years, 


| whereas if McKinley is elected the mills 


will be opened, confidence will be restored, 
and he will get better wages in gold money. 
These are the reasons why nine-tenths 
of the artisans will vote against a change 
of the money standard and stick to the 
safe, conservative business course, regard- 
less of party. They know that the Popo- 
erats of the Chicago convention revolu- 
tionized Democratic principles: They 
know these men had no right to change the 
Democratic honest money platform of 1892. 
They question their right to substitute a 
16 to 1 dollar for a dollar requiring 32 to 
1, and so destroy a standard which has 
existed since the Revolution. What does 
democracy mean, they ask, except the 
good of the whole peoplegand they know 
that dishonest money does not mean that. 
And the end of the wage-earners’ move- 
ment against fifty-cent dollars is not 
yet. It will go on, gathering volume. The 
remnant of the artisans who voted for 
Bryan in this poll will change around be- 
fore 88 and half of them will vote 
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So, instead of exchanging silver for 
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in Illinois. And: what is true 1 Illinois 
is true ot t other States. | 


DEATH or EDSON KEITH. 

If any aspect of the tragedy which 
marked the end of the life of Edson Keith 
can be considered a consolation, it must 
be that in seeking death in the waters of 
the lake he loved his mind was clonded 
by illness alone, and free from any sug- 
gestion of external trouble. The qualities 
that made him respected as a citizen, re- 
vered as an acquaintance, and loved as a 
friend, brought. him througly life's journey 
a successful man of business to the end, 
ennobled by increasing deeds of worthiness, 
and blessed by a family which held him 
close in never-failing sympathy and tender- 
ness. 

Mr. Keith had been afflicted with in- 
somnia and dyspepsia for several months, 
and these are responsible for the aberra- 
tion under which he yielded up his life, 
They had been growing worse during the 
last few days, and it appears that at some 
time on Sunday night, under the stress 
of his affliction, he left his home without 
leaving a word of parting and plunged into 
the lake to end his suffering. 

Mr. Keith was born at Barre, Vt., on 


Jan. 28, 1833, of Scotch ancestry. After. 


finishing his education and working for a 
time in Montpelier he came to Chicago in 
1854 and worked as a clerk. With the 


savings of four years he embarked with an 


elder brother lu the hat business, the firm 
being known as Keith, Faxon & Co. This 
was the beginning of his business career, 
which developed with the passing years into 
the extensive establisfiment known today 
as Edson Keith & Co. 

Mr. Keith was an ardent belicver in the 
future greatness of Chicago even when 
it was a city of small proportions. He 
never deviated from that sentiment of un- 
qualified optimism. He conquered every 
obstacle to the supreme plane in the esti- 
mation of his associates, and so won and 
held the trust and affeetion of ali who knew 
him that he was able to be an important 
factor in the development of the com- 
merce and municipal features of the great 
metropolis of the West. He was equaily a 
leader in the progress of the community in 
art and letters, and encouraged in every 
practical way the cause of education. In 
polities he was a Republican, but he never 
suffered his partisanship to override his 
principles. He never cast his vote for a 
man he knew to be unworthy. His death 
is a sad loss to the community of which he 
was a most estimable and useful citizen. 
TILLMAN AND THE SUPREME COURT.

NEW MASSACRE ‘THREATENED IN TUR- 
KEY. 

There is nothing in the recent history 
of Turkey to cast doubt on the report that 
another general massacre of Armenians is 
threatened. It is declared the Sultan has 
become alarmed by the assembling of Eu- 
ropean warships near his domain, and has 
vowed that not a Christian shail live in his 
empire if an English or any other fleet shall 
attempt to force its way through the Dar- 
danelles. The threat proceeds from the 
heart of a coward, who is crazed with ter- 
ror lest his reign as the arch-assassin of the 
centuries shall come to a violent end. At 
every move of the powers he fears de- 
thronement or death is at hand, and the 
grim record of the last year shows he has 
no conscience to appeal to, no sense of 
mercy to arrest his bloody purposes, 

It is a spectacle that has become familiar 
as the ineradicable blot on the pages of 
civilization, but it has grown darker and 
more sickening this year than ever before. 
It does not seem possible that with the 
world in a tremor of indignation yet over 
the Armenian massacres of last year, the 
powers can remain supine while another 
is planned and executed. The infamies of 
the past centuries, perpetrated under the 
cloak of diplomatic expediency, become as 
spotless virtues in comparison with this 
series of wholesale butcheries, directed b 
the Sultan of Turkey.

PARIS E} EXPOSITION PROGRESSING. 

The managers of the Paris Exposition of 
1900 are determined not to be behindhand 
with their work. Ground is to be broken 
in a few days for the Grand Palace, the 
larger of the two palaces that are to 
erected in the Champs Blysées. The meth- 
od by which the plans for this building have 
been arrived at also indicates that the 
Frenchmen are bent upon getting the best 
talent their country affords in the archi- 
tectural line. And the character of the de- 
sign finally adopted shows that the ex- 
ternal aspect of the Paris exposition is 
destined to be effected perceptibly by the 
architecture of the White City that has 
vanished from Jackson Park, but that still 
lives in a thousand shapes and iu a million 
minds, 

The chiefs of the exposition offered lib- 
eral prizes for competitive designs for both 
the main buildings referred to. The result 
was the receipt of sixty designs for the 
Grand Palace. By a process of elimination 
the judges narrowed the number down to 
five, and then announced that the 45,000 
francs in the shape of five prizes would be 
distributed among these five competitors, 
and that the building should be the result. 
of a union of the best features of the five 
degigns, made under the direction of the 
architects themselves. What the building 
will be when completed remains to be seen. 
One can only note that the design of M. 
Louvet, which received first prize, is a 
graceful and dignified conception, suggest- 
ive of our Manufactures Building, reduced 
in size and adorned with a broad dome 
shaped like that on the Fine Arts Building. 

It is gratifying to see that the directors 
of the exposition have altered their deter- 
mination to give only 30 per cent of the 
space to foreign nations. They have now 
decided to devote 40 per cent of the regular 
floor space to foreign exhibits; and, as sev- 
eral governments will undoubtedly erect 
special buildings, as they did at Chicago, 


it is now believed that fully one-half the 


Paris fair will consist of foreign exhibits. 
This is more like what it should be. 

According to the official organ of the ex- 
position, the Nineteen Hundred, as many 
as 50,000 foreign exhibiters are now ex- 
nected to take part in the Paris enterprise. 
Though foreign exhibiters still have three 
years and a half to make their arrange- 
ments in, some of them are already nego- 
tiating for space. The European likes to 
have plenty of time in which to turn him- 
self around. 

With the commencement of active work 
on the banks of the Seine also comes the an- 
nouncement that the old Palais de I'Indus- 
trie will probably be torn down in October. 
Plans have also been accepted and prizes 
awarded for the smaller “ palace,” to be 
erected on the Champs Elysées. There is 
certainly every indication at present that 
the multitudinous body of unwilling Amer- 
ican stay-at-homes of the present year will 
have no reason to alter their consolatory 
plans to “ go to Paris in 1900, anyhow.” 


FRESH ATROCITIES IN CUBA. 

The Spanish newspapers of Havana have 
been recounting the brave deeds of Col. 
Aguelera and urging that he be suitably re- 
warded. Reports from more trustworthy 
sources have just been received, throwing 
light on the character of these deeds. 

It appears that on Sept. 15 Col, Aguelera, 
with a few soldiers, while retreating from a 
rebel band, fell upon a household contain- 
ing twenty-five persons, mostly women and 
children, the latter being from 1 to 10 years 
of age. A general slaughter followed, and 
the report says: : 

The little children were first pierced with the 
end of the bayonet, then finished with the ma- 
chete. Of that colony nineteen were butchered 
and six made their escape. 

The Colonel and his soldiers, when they 
arrived at a near-by town controlled by the 
Spanish, * boasted of what they had done, 
and three days later set out upon another 
expedition. Col. Aguelera was still in com- 
mand, and the report thus describes the re- 
sult of his second “ act of bra very 

Near a place called Cuzzo he saw a house, went 
to it, and found only three children in it. He 
asked where the parents were. They answered 
they had gone after some fuel to prepare their 
breakfast. The Colonel ordered the three chil- 
dren. 10 to 14 vears old, to be locked up in the 
house, and after this was done he ordered the 
guerrillas to set fire to the house. The guerrillas, 
horrified, disobeyed at first, but under the threats 


of Aguelera they acted, and the house was burned, 
with the children in it. 


These are the deeds of the man whom the 
Spanish papers in Havana desire to be 
„ suitably rewarded,” What a pity it is 
that this desire may not be satisfied with 
justice! Unfortunately, it is to be expected 
that this Colonel who out-Weylers Weyler 
will in fact be treated with distinction for 
the atrocities he has committed. 

This outrage on civilization, although in- 
finitesimal when compared with Turkish 
abuses, demands a strict investigation by 
the United States. There has accumulated 
abundant evidence that similar barbarities 
have been common in Cuba, and there is 
every reason to believe the report herein 
quoted has not been exaggerated. If that 
should prove to be the ease there would be 
additional reason why we asa Nation should 
promptly take measures that would reduce 
to the minimum the possibility of a recur- 
rence of such a diabolical massacre. Al- 
though President Cleveland has set his face 
resolutely against the entreaties of the Cu- 
ban. patriots and of the united people of his 
own country, only a few months remain for 
him to act as a barrier to this act of simple 
justice. Let the way be cleared so that no 
time may be lost in investigation by his 
successor.

Altgeld's Ominous Silence Under For- 
man’s Destructive Charges. 

At the mecting in Central Music Hall Sat- 
urday evening Gov. Altgeld talked for nearly 
three hours, but did not once refer to the 
serious charges brought against him by ex- 
Congressman Forman. ‘ 

His failure to answer or explain these 
damaging accusations must have been a 
great disappointment to his friends in the 
audience, many of whom doubtless had gone 
to the meeting expressly to hear what he 
had to say on this subject. 

The Governor’s speech was devoted wholly 
to a single national issue which is in no way 
involved in his canvass for reé@lection. As 
Governor of the State, in the event of his re- 
election, he will have nothing whatever to do 
with determining the national policy on the 
currency question. He will, however,’ have 
a great deal to do with the management of 
the fiscal affairs of the Commonwealth, the 
conduct of the various charitable institu- 
tions, the raising of revenue, and the preser- 
vation of peace and order. 

His fitness for the.discharge of these duties 
can best be ascertained by a thorough 
knowledge of the record he has made during 
his present term. If he is unwilling to lay 


bare that record in all its details be should 


not ask for a reélection. 

The claim made by his machine followers 
that Gov. Altgeld’s administrafion of State 
affairs has been honest and efficient is 
challenged by ex-Congressman Forman, a 
responsible citizen who has pointed out 
wherein the Governor has been derelict in 
his duty. The charges made by Mr. For- 
man, which have been frequently published, 
are specific in character and of serious im- 
port, They have not been specifically de- 
nied and it looks now as if the Governor will 
not attempt todeny them. His silence under 
the circumstances is capable of but one con- 
struction. 

The whole truth respecting these charges 
will come out, however, even if Gov. Altgeld 
is unwilling to discuss them. The complete 
history of his connection with the State 
Treasury defalcation of 1894 and all the facts 
concerning his removal of subordinate offi- 
cials in order to secure control of State 
funds will be given to thé public before the 
November election.

Linsey & Co., No. 256 La Salle street, one 
of the alleged bucket-shop concerns against 
which the fraud order of the Postal Depart- 
ment runs, will test the right of the govern- 
ment to deprive it of its mail. A bill for an

RECOMMENDS IRS. HARDING'S ALIMONY 


Master in Chancery Wait Suggests to 
the Court That $8,000 a Year 
Wpuld Be Proper, 


The Harding separate maintenance suit, 
which has been pending in the Circuit Court 
since February, 1800, and which has once 
been to the Supreme Court, will come to an 
end within a few days in Judge Clifford's 
court. The complainant is Adelaide M. 
Harding, wife of George F. Harding, the 
lawyer and real estate man. She charges 
cruelty and other misconduct on the part 
of the husband, and for six years has been 
fighting for a yearly allowance which will 
permit her to live apart from him during the 
remainder of her days. 

Nearly all the evidence in the case has been 
heard by a Master in Chancery, H. L. Wait. 
Yesterday he filed his report, which was in 
favor of the suit of the wife. 

He recommended alimony of $8,000 a year, 
which is opposed by the attorney for Mr. 
Harding. The rest of the fight will be on the 
amount the wife is to receive. The argu- 
ment will consume several days, when it is 
expected that a final decree will be entered. 

The report reviews the evidnee submitted 
as to the wealth of Mr. Harding. The lat- 
ter testified that his financial standing was

Red noses, watery eyes, and 
husky voices yesterday indicated, too, those 
who had slept imprudently. near open win- 
dows or under bedelothing below winter 
weight. 

In the early morning shutters and doors 
banged, window sashes rattled, and swing- 
ing signs creaked to the dismal accompani- 
ment of a howling wind, a feeble counter- 
part of that which stirred up one of the 
worst seas Lake Michigan has experienced 
this season. | 

During the day a struggling sun pierced 
fiying clouds at intervals and the frost was 
taken largely from the arctic temperature,

VERIFYING BIG TOWNSHIP PETITION, 


Opponents of the Abolition Movement 
Secure a Reference to Investi- 
gate Any Irregularities. 


Residents of the country districts are mak- 
ing a determined fight to defeat the plan to 
abolish township organisation. At the meet- 
ing of the subcommittee of the Public Service 
committee yesterday they succeeded in 
having a further subcommittee appointed te 
verify the petition. 

This last body began work at 11 a. m. At5 
p. m. it had only succeeded in going over a 
small part of the petition. If it continues in 
the same manner it cannot possibly finish the 
verification of the petition under several 
weeks. 

The subcommittee, consisting of Commis- 
sioners Allen, Healy, and Cunning, appeint- 
ed on Monday afternoon to take charge of the 
monster petition in favor of abolishing town- 
ship organization, met yesterday morning 
at 10 o’clock. When called to order there 
were present, besides the members of the 
subcommittee, Sidney C. Eastman, repre- 
senting the Civic Federation, members of the 
Real Estate Board, and County Commis~ 
sioners. | 

At the request of Chairman Allen the clerk 
of the board, with the aid of a policeman, 
brought in the petition and placed it on the 
table. The Secretary was instructed to read 
the affidavits which accompanied the peti- 
tion. The affidavits, Mr, Eastman explained, 
had been prepared to show the work had 
been done in good faith. Mr. Allen said the 
affidavits were nothing more than the opin- 
ions of those who had made them and repre- 
sented nothing. Mr, Healy, in order to 
bring the petition before the meeting, moved 


that the affidavits be accepted. 


C. 8. Cutting concurred in what Mr. Allen 
had said and expressed it as being an out- 
rage to accept a petition of 70,000 and more 
names without first looking at it. He main- 
tained it was the duty of the board to see 
that the petition was verified, while Mr. 
Wastman and others said the burden: of 
proof lay with those who refused to accept 
the petition. 

As Mr. Healy insisted on his motion Chair- 
man Allen put it and it was carried, 

„Now, said Mr. Healy, having ac- 
cepted the petition we have nothing further 
to do with the petition.“ 

Commissioner Cunning proposed that sec- 
tions of 100 names should be verifled with the 
jury lists, and if they are found correct 
the petition might then be accepted, This 
plan met with favor and was adopted on a 
vote. Four representing those who opposed 
the project and four favoring it were K 
pointed to do this work, They were C. 8. 
Cutting, E. J. Whitehead, E. G. Forman, E. 
J. Cummings, opposing, and Louis A. See- 
berger, H. L. Warner, George Birkhoff Jr., 
and Sidney C. Bastman, favoring. 

The plan is to take certain names at ran- 
dom and see if they can be found on the 
polling lists.

Vencedor won back the pennant of the 
Lincoln Park Yacht club from the Siren by 
taking the second of the series of races yes- 
terday. The first contest between these two 
_ erack yachts was sailed last Saturday, and 
. right at the start rigging on Siren was car- 
- riled away, which retired it at once. Vence- 
dor continued over the course, notwithstand- 
ing the disabling of its rival, and of course 
scored one race to its credit. The wind that 
day was heavy from the northwest and a big 
_ ged was running, but it went through it all 
like an ocean er. They met again on 
Monday off ‘Lincoln Park. This time théfe 
was not enough wind to send them around 
the course, and it was declared no race. 

When the time came for the meeting yes- 
terday afternoon the biggest sea of the fall 
was running on the lake. The wind was 
blowing over thirty miles per hour from the 
northwest, &lthough most of the night and 
all morning it had been from the north. and 
‘was up to forty miles an hour and more. It 
‘was a day when passenger steamers were 
being held in port and no vessel owner would 
have thought of sending his merchant craft 
out into the lake. But the wind and sea did 
not daunt the two crews, who were bent on 
the final contest. 

The race was to have started at 1 o' clock. 
but when Siren was coming out of the slip it 
was struck by a heavy squall. It was on the 
starboard tack at the time, and the heavy 
gust heeled it over well. Theimmense-strain 
on the double reefed mainsail which it car- 
ried proved too much for the rigging, and 
the same shroud which proved defective in 
Saturday’s race gave way. Siren was laid 
alongside the dock and repairs were made 

quickly. Additional tackles were fastened 
on the other shroud on both sides, so that 
the possibility of their giving way again was 
reduced to a minimum. The judges had post- 

ned the start until 2:15 o' clock, and long 
‘ ore that time both boats were maneuver- 
ing for position. 

The masterly work of Vencedor, under the 
skillful handling of Capt. Barber, won the 
race in the tack. By the time the Siren 
had rounded the curb Vencedor, with its 
balloon staysail set from the lower mast- 
head as a spinnaker, was nearly out of sight 
to the north. 

It was reserved for the crews of the two 
racers to endure the exposure of the contest. 
The judges, on the tug Tom Brown, 
were content to watch the battle from the 
exterior ater. That was as far as 
they cared to go. Both boats crane visible 
all around the course from that point.

Looking along the line of spectators at the 
Wyandot Tennis club yesterday an observer 
would have imagined it was hockey or some 
new winter game the crowd appeared so in- 
terested in. Fair women sat wrapped in 
bright-colored tobogganing blankets and 
sleigh robes, watching E. P. Fischer and G.

The furs, heavy overcoats, and lap- 
robes furnished a scene which was unique in 
Western tennis history. 

It was the closing day of the invitation 
tournament. In it was contained a surprise 
in the defeat of Fischer by George Wrenn, 
tying Larned with the former for second 
place. But as the ex-Cornell man is not on 
hand to contest uus claim on the position the 
standing of the men remains practically un- 
changed from Monday. 

Carr B. Neel won his match with Charles 
A. Chase and completed the remarkable rec- 
ord of going through the big tournament 
without even losing a set. He takes first 
place in a canter, Fischer and Larned to- 
gether second, George Wrenn fourth, the 
two Chase brothers tied for fifth, and Everts 
Wrenn last. With better fortune and.good 
weather the tournament would have been a 
notable event in Western tennis history. 

Nobody seemed to exactly understand why 
Fischer succumbed to George Wrenn in the 

third set of their match, since the play did 
not appear to be up to the New- -Vorker's 
usual standard. He acted listle and tired, 
and did not make the efforts or use the speed 
which usually makes his style so dashing. 
In the first two sets it was different, and the 
crowd was delighted with the excellent ex- 
hibition. Wrenn won the first by a hard 
struggle and lost the second to a rush which 
fairly took him off his feet. Then the third 
began, and whether Fischer tried to play too 
carefully or became discouraged by hard 
luck on a number of points, it is certain he 
appeared not to care, and the excellent work 
of the Chicago man won out rather easily. 
Score in Wrenn’s favor, 8—6, 0—6, 6—1. 

The first appearance of the champio Neel 
brothers together since they won the na- 
tional honors in the East, strangely enough, 
proved a defeat for them. It was due to 
lack of practice on Sam Neel’s part, how- 
ever, and an absence of the team work in 
which they are usually so excellent. Fischer 
astonished all by the snap and speed he put 
into his play after his listless finish against 
George Wrenn, and fairly put up the best 
exhibition of the four contestants. His 
driving and smashing were terrific, and were 
many times applauded. George Wrenn also 
played his side of the court in his usual clever 
manner, the combination proving too much 
for the champions. The final score against 
them was 5—7, 4—6, 4—6. This closed the 
tournament.

COMMITTEES REFUSE GAMES WITH 


CHICAGO ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 


; 
Capt. William Hale Thompson in a Fe- 


culiar Predicament — Regulations 
Adopted Restricting Games to In- 
tercollegiate Contests Cause Din- 
culty in Making Arrangements for 
First-Class Exhibitions—Those De- 
barred by Advisory Committees. 


With a first-class football team in pros- 
pect the Chicago Athletic Association is 
confronted by the peculiar predicament of 
not having opponents against whom to play 
it. College games are the one thing desired 
at present by the management, and a strong 
effort to secure dates with the university 
teams of the West is being made, but with 
indifferent success so far. 

College teams refuse to play the Athletic 
Association. The reason of it is the action 
taken by college faculties last year, when it 
was decided that amateur college elevens 
should not play against aggregations of 
players which represented the athletic asso- 
ciations—in fact, that nothing but inter- 
collegiate games should be allowed. Many 
of the games in former years with the Chi- 
cago Athletic Association have developed 
into fierce battles, and players on the unl- 
versity teams have been injured, this of 
course being only a circumstance of the 
game, but it had its result with the faculty 
committees. 

When the Western teams were assailed on 
the ground of professionalism by Caspar 
Whitney and were charged with buying and 
selling players like cattle a decided reform 
was at once inaugurated, and, although the 
remarks of Mr. Whitney were much over- 
drawn and caused widespread indignation 
among college men in the West, there was 
sufficient truth in his critique to make the 
managers and faculty committees take ex- 
tra care to keep their teams above reproach, 
and in this connection the discussion of 
games with athletic association teams came 
up. Charges had been made frequently 
that members of the different teams were 
paid, and thus were not pure amateurs, and 
that university teams playing them were 
likely to forfeit their amateur standing. 


Because of this a rule against any but col- 


lege games was recommended among others 
at the meeting of the faculty committees on 
athletics held Feb. 8, and nearly all the large 
Western college faculties adopted it. 


Athletes Make a Change. 


At the same time a change was made in 
the order of things at the Chicago Athletic 
Association and athletic memberships were 
dropped, making those who played on the 
team bona fide club men, and thus the 
criticism of professionalism was avoided, 
and this year, although the team has not the 
large number of individual stars of the 
gridiron usually present, yet it has a strong 
list of candidates in the field and is an ama- 
teur organization. 

Yesterday at the club-house it was said 
the rules adopted by several of the colleges 
had militated against the securing of dates 
fcr games, but it was hoped that good games 
would be arranged, and it was said dates 
were arranged with Illinois, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and Northwestern. 

G. B. Williams, representing the Athletic 
Association, had a conference with Dr. 
Harper concerning a game with the Chi- 
cago University eleven yesterday. The 
University of Michigan management had 
also refused a game on the ground that it 
would conflict with the contract with the 
University of Chicago for the Thanksgiv- 
ing day game, and this was to be brought up 
fcr discussion in the hope that the Chicago 
University management might consent toa 
gume being played with Michigan here. 

In the case of Illinois the team expressed 
ite wfllingness to meet the Athletics, but the 
Faculty committee was firm in its position 
net to allow even practice games with any- 
thing but college teams. Promises of games 
we're also received from Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota, but the Faculty committees in each 
case refused their consent, but it is hoped 
by the Athletic Association when its efforts 
to meet the universities half way in the mat- 
ter of reform in the direction of purity in 
athletics is considered that games may be 
arranged. 


Northwestern May Pliay. 


Northwestern is likely to play with the 
Athletics. Capt. Van Doozer, who played 
with the C. A. A. team last year, is anxious 
to play a game, and he thinks the restric- 
tions adopted by the Advisory Boards too. 

strict. He said yesterday afternoon: 

‘* We may play the Athletic team. I should 
like to have a game with the eleven, but as 
we are now fixed the faculty will not permit 
it. The team is purely amateur now, and I 
can see no reason in forbidding such a con- 
test.“ 

Capt. William Hale Thompson has worked 
hard to make his team as purely amateur 
as any on the gridiron this year, and last 
night complained of the difficulty in arrang- 
ing college games. ‘ It seems to mea little 
hard on us to refuse games when we have in- 
augurated a sweeping reform, and this year 
are above the suspicion of professionalism. 
Many of the athletic memberships upon 
which such criticism was based have been 
dropped, and this year our eleven isa purely 
amateur organization. We have had partial 
promises of games with Wisconsin, Illinois, 
and! Minnesota, but in each case the faculty 
committees have interfered. We feel that 
the teams are willing to play us, but in some 
canes it looks as if they were afraid of in- 
juring their reputations by meeting us. 
However, we hope to arrange games, and 
think the colleges and universities ought to 
coéperate with the association in the stand 
it is taking.“ 


Illinois Remains Firm. 
Champaign, III., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Not- 
withstanding the efforts of Manager Stone 
of the Chicago Athletic Association to ar- 
range a game with the University of Illinois 
this fall the men from Champaign will not 
play Capt. Thompson’s team.

Mrs. Jennie Buscaron Says She Got Her 
Money by Speculation and Play- 
ing the Lottery. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—[{Special.]— 
Mrs. Jennie Buscaron, who lives in good 
style here, is brought into the case of the 
wrecking of the Union National Bank at 
New Orleans. Telegrams from New Orleans 
associate her name with that of Louis Gal- 
lot, the cotton dealer, who was arrested by 
the United States authorities, as one of the 
conspirators profiting by the manipulation 
of the books by the individual bookkeepers, 
Louis Colomb and Frank B. Leefe. | 

Mrs. Buscaron is said to be of an old Mary- 
land family. She lives here with her son. 
Up to a dozen years ago Mrs. Buscaron was 
more beautiful than wealthy. She received 
at that time an inheritance of some $3,000 
from a relative. About the same time she 
met Mr. Gallot. Later she built a splendid 
residence at Biloxi, the fashionable summer 
resort of wealthy people both from New 
Orleans and the Mississippi plantations, 
The place was expensively and elegantly 
furnished and Mrs. Buscaron entertained 
lavishly.

IRS. BARNUM'S NEW HUSBAND I$ DEAD 


Cablegram from Constantinople Tells 
of the Death of Demetrius Callias 
Bey in That City. 


Bridgeport, Conn., Sept. 22.— [Special. A 
cablegram from Constantinople to Benjamin 
Fish, agent of Mrs. Callias, formerly Mrs. P. 
T. Barnum, received here today, says Deme- 
trius Callias Bey died last night from con- 
gestion of the liver. The body has been em- 
balmed, and the funeral will not occur until 
the arrival of Mrs. Callias, who sailed from 
New York Wednesday on the steamer Paris, 
which is due in Southampton tomorrow. 

The Bey will be buried on the Island of 
Melata, off Smyrna, where he owned exten- 
sive olive groves. 

It is hardly a year since the widòw of the 
late P. T. Barnum married Demetrius Callias 
Bey. She closed her house Marina here, 
left to her by the old showman, and has lived 
abroad with her second husband. Several 
months ago rumors were heard of their living 
unhappily, and then of their separation, but 
Mrs. Callias, on her recent return to this 
country, denied the stories, and said her hus- 
band would join her here in a short time.

She said she had been locked in a room and 
kept there for some time.

The little girl declared, however, that she 
was not locked up through any cruelty of her 
stepmother. She said she asked to be 
locked up because she believed that Agent 
Dean of the Humane Society would come for 
her. She said the stepmother was kind to 
her, and she told Judge Carter that her 
brothers who testified had lied to the court 
about the manner in which they and the 
other children were treated by Mrs. McCoy. 

In short, the testimony of the little girl 
was largely a corroboration of the state- 
ments of Mrs. McCoy.
